Planning Staff Discussion: 

The petitioners state that they would like to use the ground for additional parking, and that 
they would have no objection to utility easements if needed. 

Commercial Road is located west off of Bluffton Road approximately 1800 feet north of the 
Baer Field Thruway. Hydra-Tech and Foamex are the last two properties served by this 
portion of Commercial Road. 

Interurban Drive is a dedicated right-of-way located at the western end of the Commerical 
Road right-of-way, extending north for approximately 200 feet. Both Interurban Drive and the 
petitioned portion of Commercial Road are "paper streets", meaning that they only exist as 
dedicated rights-of-way, they have not been improved, nor opened to the public. 

It does not appear that this right-of-way is needed for future growth in the area. However, we 
are concerned with creating a dead-end street, as such creation may cause future traffic and 
emergency vehicle problems. Traffic Engineering and Street Engineering have indicated that 
they will not object to the vacation if the property owners agree to cul-de-sac Commercial 
Road. Additionally, Water Engineering has advised us that they may need an easement. 

Planning staff would suggest approval of the request providing that the petitioners comply 





with the engineering department requirements for a dedicated turn-around and for utility 
easements. The cul-de-sac or turn-around design should be submitted to Street Engineering 
and Traffic Engineering for approval and dedication. The petitioner will be held for up to six 
months in order to allow the petitioners to satisfy these requirements. 


Recommendation: Conditional approval, contingent upon the petitioner satisfying the 

following: • 

1) provide for utility easements or relocations as needed; 

2) provide an approved turn around or cul-de-sac as per the recommendation of Traffic 
Engineering and Street Engineering; and for the following reasons: 

a) The right-of-way does not appear to be needed for access to other public or private 
places. 

b) Vacation should not negatively impact property values in the area. 

c) Approval will allow growth of area businesses.
